.ON AL BILL. The True Sons of the CHURCH Contend 
for it. That no Man may be Thought to be a True Mi- 
niniſter f the Goſpel in England that does not Profeſs him- 
lelf to be in Communion with all BISHOPS throughout the 


World, ſo far as they Faithſulh, that is, Pradtically and 


 Effeflually Believe that Our Lord JESUS CHRIST is the 
True and Eternal GOD, according to the Profeſſion they 
make in Reciting the NICENE CREED. That Conceit 


which a Perſon of great Eminence has been pleas'd to De- 


liver 
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liver, as a Reaſon againſt the BILL, and in Excuſe ot thoſe 
Men, that Go upon Occaſion to a Conrventicle, is indeed a 
Sufficient Reaſon that it ſhould Pa. The Diſſenters, 
t ſays He, are Proteſtants, aud Differ from the Church of 
England only in ſome little Forms. 

This Conceit is plainly and openly Deſtructive of the 
Church : For certainly there can be no fuch Thing, as a 
Church ot England, it it be but a Little Form, or a Matter 
of no great Moment, whether a Man takes the Conwventicle- 
Preachers, or the Engliſh Biſhops, and in Subordmaiim to 
Them) the Presbyters, as Thoſe that hawve' the Rule over 
them, according to CHRIST's Infl:tution. I doubt not but 
all thoſe Perſons that have ſuch a Regard to the Honoura- 
able Houſe of Commons, which by the Conſtitution of the 
Engliſh Government is due unto Them, will with the great- 
eſt Indignation Reſent choſe Malicious Inſinuations, that They 
Deſign the Abrogation of the Act oft.ToLERAT10N ; which | 
tis Manifeſt a Multitude of thoſe Men who are againſt 
the BILL would have to be Abragated, if they could get 
that Wicked Thing, they call a COMPRE HENSION,; as it 
evidently Appears in a Book Entituled, 4 Eſſay towards a 
Comprehenſion, p. 40. All Perſons whatſoever ſhould be 
prohibited and Fotbid, under the Severelt Penalties, either 
by Word or Writing, directly, or indirectly to Juſtify the 
© Uſe,or Condemn the Diſuſe of any of thoſe Things, which 
« ſhall be left by Law Indifferent in their Uſe. After ſhe 
(the Church) has open'd her Arms ſo wide to receive 
© her returaing Sons, That ſhe will then make thoſe Un- 
«© orateful Perſons (who will not Come in) the Examples 
of ., 
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ol her Ind.gnation, by laflicting the Sharpeſt Cenſures 
upon them. 5 1 
Here you ſee what Treatment thoſe that are Truly Ho- 
neſt and Conſciencious among the Anabaptiſts, and Quakers, 
may expect from the Comprehenſion- Men, if they had their 
Way : And | ſuppole, there's hardly one of them that 
has not an Aver ſion to that BILL about which there have 
been ſuch Hot Debates. |
